GIVE  YOUR  VIEWS  ON 
GLEN  PARK'S  FUTURE 

Two  major  new  buildings  have  been  proposed  for 
Glen  Park — one  on  the  site  of  the  Ray  Oil  Burner 
buildings  and  one  in  the  block  bordered  by  Diamond, 
Bosworth  and  Brompton  Streets  (which  we'll  call  the 
"Glen  Park  Village"  site). 

Discussions  at  Glen  Park  Association  meetings 
have  revealed  mixed  feelings  among  the  neighbor- 
hood's residents  and  merchants.  On  the  plus  side,  these 
buildings  would  provide  new  housing  near  public  trans- 
portation, increase  the  number  of  shoppers  available  to 
support  Glen  Park's  merchants,  and  possibly  increase 
the  variety  of  shopping  and  dining  available  in  the 
neighborhood.  Two  hoped-for  tenants  would  be  a  drug 
store  and  a  full  dinner  restaurant.  The  Glen  Park  Mer- 
chants Association  has  announced  its  support  for  the 
Glen  Park  Village  building. 

Concerns  about  the  buildings  have  centered  on  a 
worsening  of  existing  traffic  congestion,  disappearance 
of  already  scarce  parking,  loss  of  open  space  and  demo- 
lition of  two  of  Glen  Park's  more  attractive  commercial 
buildings.  Some  residents  have  also  expressed  worries 
that  the  size  and  scale  of  these  proposed  buildings  will 
change  the  look  and  feel  of  our  low-rise  neighborhood 
and  set  a  new  baseline  for  further  development.

Marta  is  eager  for  you  to  know  that  although  the 
branch's  status  and  hours  have  changed  you  may  check 
out  books,  place  reserves  and  request  books  from 
other  libraries  as  you  did  in  the  past.  Marta  and  her 
staff,  Leticia  Lipman  and  Ruby  Sual,  will  be  glad  to 
help  you  with  any  request.  The  major  difference, 
other  than  the  hours,  is  that  as  books  are  replaced 
the  emphasis  will  be  on  popular  reading  for  adults 
and  children.

Our  appreciation  goes  to  Amelia  Martin  for  seven 
years  of  service  and  Martin  Magid  for  two.  Ironically, 
July  1, 1990- June  30,  1991  established  records  for 
the  heaviest  circulation,  both  total  and  children's,  in 
the  Glen  Park  branch's  history.  Nevertheless,  usage 
was  not  high  enough  to  keep  the  facility  as  a  full 
fledged  branch  library. 

The  reading  center  is  still  a  valuable  community 
resource,  but  the  message  is  plain:  use  it  or  lose  it.  So 
visit  often  and  take  advantage  of  the  collection.

O'Shaugnessy  Acquisition 

We  have  gotten  much  closer  to  our  goal  of  preserving 
the  Glen  Canyon  land  west  of  O'Shaugnessy,  thanks  to 
a  lot  of  work  by  a  lot  of  people,  with  special  thanks  to 
Vicki  Oppenheimer. 

The  Open  Space  Committee  has  recommended 
setting  up  a  Natural  Areas  Acquisition  Fund  and  bank- 
ing $827,000  of  Open  Space  funds  during  1990-91.  The 
priority  list  for  purchase  is: 

•  Priority  1  -  Rock  outcroppings  at  14th  Avenue  and 
an  area  near  Bay  View  Park 

•  Priority  2 -Glen  Canyon  O'Shaughnessy 

•  Priority  3  -  Hawk  Hill 

This  past  year  neighborhood  efforts,  coordinated  by 
the  Miraloma  Park  Improvement  Club,  the  Glen  Park 
Association,  and  the  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park, 
continued  to  oppose  the  proposed  housing  devel- 
opment of  Lot  76,  Block  2949 A,  on  the  west  side 
of  O'Shaughnessy,  by  builder  Tony  Sheehan.  <\ 

Hundreds  of  letters  and  petition  signatures  y.\-l 
were  gathered  and  sent  to  the  Planning  Commis-  Uk\ 
sion,  Open  Space,  the  Mayor,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  V\ 
recommending  that  the  city  purchase  the  land 
with  funds  from  the  Open  Space  Account.  1 

Newspaper  coverage  of  the  O'Shaughnessy  acqui- 
sition appeared  in  the  Examiner,  the  Bay  Guardian,  and 
the  Independent.  Letters  of  support  were  obtained  from 
San  Francisco  Beautiful,  Diamond  Heights  Association, 
and  Upper  Noe  Association. 

In  December  1989,  the  Planning  Commission  wrote 
Mr.  Sheehan  saying  he  would  have  to  obtain  an  envi- 
ronmental review.  This  was  done  in  April  1990,  but 
Barbara  Sahm  of  the  Planning  Commission  has  asked 
for  another  one.  She  has  also  asked  the  California  Na- 
tive Plant  Society  to  comment  on  the  first  ERR. 

In  April  1991,  Mr.  Sheehan  applied  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  to  subdivide  the  parcel  into  16 
lots.  Neighborhood  opposition  is  working,  but  we  need 
all  the  help  we  can  get. 

Park  Master  Plan 

A  new  master  plan  is  being  developed  for  Glen  Canyon 
Park.  The  process  started  in  1986  with  a  request  by  the 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  for  city  funds  to  create  a 


long  range  plan  for  the  park.  In  1988  $60,000  was 
granted  to  do  a  natural  resource  inventory  (NRI)  and  a 
master  plan  and  to  implement  its  first  phase. 

Glen  Park  residents  Dawn  Murayama  and  Lucretia 
Levinger  met  with  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department 
to  insure  community  input.  A  Glen  Canyon  Park  Task 
Force  was  formed  in  September  1989,  with  representa- 
tives of  the  following  groups:  Glen  Park  Association, 
Crags  Court  Community  Gardens,  Friends  of  Glen  Can- 
yon Park,  Sunnyside  Neighborhood  Association, 
Glenridge  Cooperative  Nursery  School,  the  California 
Native  Plants  Society  and  the  Audubon  Society. 

The  task  force  participated  actively  in  defining  the 
scope  of  the  NRI,  evaluating  proposals  and  selecting 
consultants.  Task  force  members  Noah  Jacobs  and  Dawn 
Murayama  joined  three  city  staffers  on  a  panel  that 

chose  WESCO,  a  consulting  firm,  to  prepare  the  NRI. 

g         WESCO '  s  staff  has  expertise  in  botany, 
fkyi    wildlife  biology,  aquatic  wildlife,  soil  science, 
ft      geology,  and  hydrology.  They  have  done 
(  £7     management  plans  for  parks  and  creeks  similar 
^<^>    to  ours.  Their  work  will  start  after  a  contract  is 
fc^bl   signed  with  the  city. 

Lr- ^        When  the  NRI  is  complete,  the  city  will  draft 
Tj     a  master  plan.  The  process  is  lengthy,  but  with 
dedicated  people  in  the  community  working  with 
Park  and  Recreation  staff  and  WESCO,  we  will 
accomplish  our  goals  together. 

New  Entrance  to  the  Park 

You  can  now  walk  the  full  length  of  Glen  Canyon  Park, 
from  Portola  to  Bosworth.  The  path  starts  at  "401" 
Portola  (opposite  Glenview  Drive  and  near  96  Am- 
ethyst Way)  and  goes  along  the  east  side  of  McAteer 
High  School.  First  there  are  four  switchbacks  above  the 
school's  basketball  courts.  Go  under  a  canopy  of  trees 
and  along  a  narrow  grassland  paralleling  the  willows  by 
the  creek.  The  new  path  meets  a  path  that  goes  up  to  the 
south  end  of  McAteer' s  track  and  field  area.  Turn  left 
and  down  a  steep  but  short  hill  to  join  the  northern  loop 
of  the  Nature  Trail.  The  west  side  of  the  Nature  Trail  is 
overgrown,  very  quiet,  and  remote.  The  east  side  is 
more  traveled,  though  also  overgrown.  (Future  work 
parties  will  clear  and  widen  both  sides.  Join  us!)  The 
Nature  Trail  stays  close  to  the  creek  and  ends  near  the 
Silver  Tree  building. 


Help  for  Frost-Damaged  and 
Drought-Damaged  Trees 

Street  trees  all  over  San  Francisco  show  signs  of  damage 
from  both  the  drought  and  this  year's  record  cold  winter. 
Department  of  Public  Works  representatives  report  that 
last  winter's  cold  temperatures  in  addition  to  the  drought 
have  damaged  many  trees  in  the  city,  but  that  trees  around 
the  city  now  are  beginning  to  sprout  again.  Here's  what  to 
do  if  you  think  your  tree  was  damaged  by  frost,  followed 
by  information  on  caring  for  trees  during  the  drought. 
This  information  was  provided  by  the  San  Francisco 
Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest. 

For  frost-damaged  trees,  first,  use  the  'nick'  test:  nick 
the  bark  with  a  sharp  object  or  a  fingernail.  If  the  wood 
looks  brown  or  dark,  it's  probably  dead.  Check  lower  down 
on  the  tree.  If  it  looks  green  or  light  colored,  it's  probably 
alive.  Trees  a  few  feet  apart,  even  of  the  same  species, 
reacted  differently  to  the  frost.  Younger  trees  and  more 
exposed  trees  appear  to  have  suffered  the  most  damage. 
One  side  of  a  tree  may  be  affected  more  than  the  other 
because  of  wind. 

If  the  tree  is  alive,  determine  if  it's  worth  saving.  If  the 
tree  is  severely  damaged,  it's  probably  not  worth  saving.  It 
will  be  vulnerable  to  insects  and  disease  and  at  the  very 
least  will  not  grow  well  in  the  future.  If  up  to  one-inch 
diameter  stems  are  dead,  that's  probably  all  right.  Those 
stems  will  be  grown  over  in  one  or  two  years. 

If  the  tree  is  worth  saving,  prune  the  damaged  growth: 
Wait  until  the  sprout  growth  begins.  Then  prune  off  the 
dead  growth  above  the  new  sprouts.  Be  careful  not  to 
damage  the  sprouts — they  aren't  well  attached  to  the 


branch.  In  cases  of  light  damage,  it's  easy  to  see  what  to 
do.  The  damaged  growth  will  fall  off,  but  the  tree  will 
look  better  if  it's  pruned. 

In  cases  of  severe  damage,  the  tree  will  have  to  be 
'headed  back'  removing  most  of  its  foliage.  In  this  case, 
make  all  cuts  at  90  degrees  to  the  direction  of  growth. 
Use  sharp,  high  quality  pruning  tools  or  saws  for  larger 
diameter  limbs.  Hold  the  piece  to  be  cut  to  avoid  ripping 
the  bark. 

After  severe  pruning,  the  tree  will  sprout  vigorously 
below  the  cuts.  Sprouts  will  need  to  be  thinned  to  form  a 
new  structure  for  the  tree.  Plan  on  annual  pruning  for 
several  years  to  manage  the  sprout  growth. 

You  should  water  your  tree  infrequently,  but  deeply, 
and  begin  a  moderate  fertilizing  to  increase  the  rate  of 
recovery  of  your  frost-damaged  tree. 

For  drought-damaged  trees,  the  best  thing  that  you 
can  do  for  your  trees  now  is  to  water  them  DEEPLY 
AND  INFREQUENTLY.  If  your  tree  is  under  three 
years  old  you  probably  should  water  once  every  one  or 
two  weeks.  The  next  best  thing  you  can  do  is  keep  the 
basin  around  your  trees  clear  of  weeds  and  other  plants 
that  compete  with  your  tree  for  water.  Additionally  you 
can  do  the  following: 

1 .  Know  the  type  of  soil  in  which  your  tree  is 
planted.  Sandy  soils  may  require  more  frequent 
waterings  (several  times  a  week),  and  clay  soils 
less  frequent.  Yellowed  leaves  are  a  sign  of  too 
much  or  too  little  watering. 

2.  Dig  basins  around  trees  to  prevent  runoff 
while  watering. 

3.  Water  before  10  a.m.  or  after  8  p.m.  to  reduce 
evaporation.

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When  trees  are  planted,  it's  best  to  water  them  at 
the  surface  of  the  tree  basin  for  the  first  six  months. 
For  the  next  six  months,  you  should  water  half  onto  the 
surface  and  half  into  the  tube  filled  with  gravel  that 
was  'planted'  with  the  tree  (the  tube  directs  water  deep, 
to  encourage  deep  root  growth).  From  year  one  to  year 
two,  water  only  through  the  tube,  and  thereafter, 
gradually  decrease  watering  to  once  a  month  and  then 
to  only  occasionally.  For  the  first  two  years,  you'll  use 
about  ten  gallons  a  week;  reduce  this  to  five  gallons  for 
the  third  year  to  promote  drought  tolerance  and 
thereafter,  water  occasionally  but  infrequently.  Use 
recycled  water  whenever  possible. 

In  Glen  Park,  many  trees  are  owned  by  individuals, 
but  some  are  owned  and  maintained  by  the  city.  If  you 
have  questions  about  maintaining  your  street  tree  and 
you  planted  it  in  a  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  plant- 
ing, you  can  call  543-5000  for  more  information  about 
caring  for  your  tree.  The  city  maintains  street  trees 
(other  than  those  owned  by  individuals)  on  the  follow- 
ing streets:  Chenery  from  Diamond  to  Burnside, 
Chilton,  Lippard,  Brompton,  Diamond  from  Bosworth 
to  Sussex,  and  Bosworth  from  Burnside  to  Diamond.  If 
there  is  a  problem  with  a  city  tree,  you  can  call  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  at  695-2162.

sure  that  San  Francisco's  city  planners  residents'  views 
into  account  when  deciding  the  fate  of  these  buildings. 
Whatever  your  views,  please  make  your  voice  heard  on 
this  important  issue. 

To  help  you  evaluate  the  proposals,  here  are  some 
basic  facts:  Both  of  these  projects  are  "Planned  Unit 
Developments,"  a  city  planning  designation  that  allows 
for  higher  density  and  more  zoning  variances  than  with 
other  residential  and  commercial  buildings. 

The  Ray  Oil  Burner  site:  This  development,  which  is 
almost  through  the  city's  planning/permit  process, 
would  replace  the  Ray  Oil  Burner  buildings  between 
Bosworth  and  San  Jose  streets,  straddling  Rousseau  and 
ending  at  Milton.  Entirely  residential,  the  plan  calls  for 
very  slightly  higher  density  than  the  current  zoning  al- 
lows (2.1  units  per  "lot"  instead  of  the  current  2). 

This  would  be  a  three-story  development,  with 
street  level  garages  on  Bosworth,  Rousseau  and  Milton 
Streets  and  two  upper  floors  of  apartments.  Adjacent 
structures  are  also  mainly  three  stories.  The  plans  show 
yard  areas  slightly  smaller  than  adjacent  residential 
yards,  but  within  the  city  "open  space"  requirements. 

The  "Glen  Park  Village"  site:  The  second  proposal, 
which  is  at  a  much  earlier  stage  in  the  permit  process,  is 
for  a  single  four-story  building  bounded  by  Diamond 
and  Bosworth  Streets  and  Brompton  Avenue.  It  would 
be  two  lots  deep  and  more  than  six  wide,  stretching 
from  Bosworth  to  (but  not  including)  the  building  hous- 
ing the  Glen  Park  Station  bar.  It  would  have  26,256 
square  feet  of  commercial  space,  34  residential  units, 
and  45  parking  spaces.  Adjacent  structures  are  one  or 
two  stories  tall.  Elsewhere  in  the  Glen  Park  commercial

area  there  is  one  four-story  mixed  use  building  and  one 
three-story  apartment  complex. 

This  proposed  building  would  replace  four  existing 
buildings,  a  parking  lot,  Kern  Street,  and  the  open  space 
along  Bosworth.  The  plans  call  for  two  floors  of  com- 
mercial space  topped  by  two  of  apartments  facing  Dia- 
mond and  four  floors  of  apartments  facing  Brompton. 

Brompton  is  currently  zoned  for  public  space  at 
the  Bosworth  end,  two-family  dwellings  as  far  as  Kern 
and  one-family  houses  for  the  remainder  of  the  block. 
The  new  building  would  double  the  density  on 
Brompton  to  almost  four  units  per  lot.  Diamond  Street 
is  zoned  for  small  scale  neighborhood  commercial. 

Parking  would  be  underground.  The  disappearance 
of  Kern  Street  and  the  existing  parking  lot,  coupled  with 
garage  access  and  commercial  loading  space  would 
reduce  currently  available  parking  in  the  area.
